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Ragnar Hoyer was ini- 
tiated into Astor Lodge Feb. 
26, 1915, just three years 
after the lodge was orga- 
nized in February 1912. He 
was 21 years old when he 
joined. Records show that 
he was born in Öregrund, 
Sweden, in 1893. He was a 
member of the lodge for 60 
years, receiving his 25-year 
pin in 1940 and his 50-year 
pin in 1965. He was a 
member in good standing at 
the time of his death on 
April 24, 1975. 

Ragnar's wife, Ellen, 
joined Astor Lodge Dec. 5, 
1919, at the age of 23. She 
was born in Tacoma, Wash., Nov. 11, 1896. Her application states she 
was a housewife. Ellen received her 25-year pin in 1950, her 50-year 
pin in 1970 and her 60-year award in 1980. She was a member in good 
standing at the time of her passing on March 19, 1983. 

In researching the minutes of Astor Lodge, it became apparent that 
the Hoyers were the type of dedicated members who form the heart 
and soul of a fraternal organization. In the early years of the lodge, 
Ragnar served as recording secretary and vice chairman. In 1921, he 
was elected chairman and he served as chairman numerous times dur- 
ing his many years of membership. His longest tenure in office was 
a treasurer, where he ensured that the lodge remained solvent during 
the tough Depression years and for many years after that. Ragnar was 
very progressive. In 1951, when the number of Swedish immigrants 
had slowed to a trickle, he made the initial motion to adopt English 
as the official language of Astor Lodge. The motion passed. From then 
on, the meetings were conducted in English and the minutes written 
in English, even though most of the officers were Swedish-speaking. 
Ragnar also served on the committee of three to translate the lodge’s 
bylaws into English. In 1954, he was heard to exclaim proudly when 
the top four offices in the lodge were held by women, “Never in my 
30 years have so many ladies served as officers.” Even though the 16 
charter members of Astor Lodge were men, women were welcome 
to join from the time the lodge was formed — which was very unusu- 
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al for a fraternal organization. Ragnar volunteered for many impor- 
tant committees. He was often chairman and emcee for the Christmas 
party and such events as the Founders’ Day celebration and the annu- 
al picnic. He served on the old age assistance committee, a very 
important function of the lodge, since sometimes the lodge even 
paid the funeral expenses of indigent members. He was also a liaison 
with the Jaycees when selecting community members to be honored 
as junior and senior citizens of the year. 

Ellen Hoyer was just as enthusiastic as her husband. She served 
as lodge treasurer for several years in the 1920s and as master of cer- 
emonies numerous times throughout her membership. Perhaps her 
biggest contribution was as cultural leader and lodge musician. As 
lodge musician, she played the piano for every meeting. She planned 
many musical programs and played for the after-meeting dances, which 
were popular. She also played the accordion for special events. She 
gave readings and theatrical presentations too numerous to count. She 
was in charge of food preparation for the servicemen at the U.S.O. 
when it was the lodge’s turn to host. 

Ragnar and Ellen made a great team. They were two tall, slender 
and dignified people who complemented each other. They were cho- 
sen numerous times as Astor Lodge delegates to the District Con- 
vention. In this capacity, they brought back excellent suggestions, many 
of which were implemented by the local lodge. Certainly one of the 
most important things the two did together was to serve on the com- 
mittee to visit members too ill to attend meetings. If there was need, 
they arranged for financial help and provided cheer and small personal 
items. They were also a team musically. It was a joy to see the two 
of them dance together! Even though he was born in Sweden, Rag- 
nar sang beautifully in Swedish and English with Ellen accompany- 
ing him. He could even be heard warbling Irish songs each year in 
March in honor of St. Patrick’s Day. He played the harmonica and orga- 
nized male members into a barbershop quartet. The Hoyers were an 
entertaining pair who enjoyed life to the fullest. 

At the time of his passing in 1975, Ragnar was honored with a beau- 
tiful memorial by Astor Lodge. It was said that “the loss of his pleas- 
ant smile and friendly manner leaves a vacancy that will be felt by 
all members for a very long time.” 

Astor Lodge is proud to honor the Ragnar Hoyers as our first 
posthumous immigrant family. The Hoyers were the kind of hard- 
working, honest, courageous, talented people who made this coun- 
try great.

Ragnar Ernest Hoyer 

Born May 2, 1893 in Oregrund, Sweden 

Died April 24, 1975 at age 81 

Son of Anton L. Hoyer and Matilda Olson Hoyer. Three sisters, 
Gunhild, Ann and Cecile, and one brother, Anton, are deceased. 

Ragnar left Sweden in 1904, crossing into the United States at Port 
Huron, Mich. He arrived in Salt Lake City, Utah, Sept. 26, 1904. He 
was confirmed into the Lutheran church Aug. 22, 1909 in Park City, 
Utah. He graduated from high school in Park City and received his 
citizenship papers in 1919 or 1920. 

Ragnar came to Astoria in February 1912 and lived in Astoria and 
Raymond, Wash., for a time. He went back to Park City until April 
1916, when he returned to Astoria. 

During World War I, Ragnar moved to Columbia City and worked 
at the shipyards. He was a boat operator and construction worker for 
Gilpin Construction Co. in Astoria and Tacoma, Wash. He also 
worked for Ingleton Engineering Co. in Astoria, assembling oil fur- 
naces. He was employed by General Petroleum Co., Niemi Oil Co. 
and Burns-Johanson Oil Co. as a furnace oil driver and salesman until 
his retirement. 


Ellen Marie Holmquist Hoyer 

Born Nov. 11, 1896 in Tacoma, Wash. 

Died March 19, 1983 at the age of 86. 

Ellen received her schooling through high school in Tacoma. She 
and Ragnar were married Nov. 11, 1918 in Tacoma. 

In Astoria, they were members of Trinity Lutheran Church, which 
later became Peace Lutheran Church. 

Ellen was also a member of Vasa Order of America, Order of East- 
ern Star. 


and Ellen had two sons, both of whom live in Seaside. Don- 
ald Hoyer married Lois Hanson and has two children. Son Kerry lives 
in Astoria and has twin daughters, and daughter Holly lives in Gearhart 
and has three sons and a daughter. David Hoyer married Lorraine Frem- 
stad. They have three children: Jeff of Florence, Cindy of Little 
Rock, Ark. (she won the trip to Scandinavia in 2002), who has one 
son, and Nancy, who lives in Warrenton and has two children.

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Enni Maria Perkiomaki 


Long before Enni 
Perkiomaki immigrated 
to the United States in 
1961 with her husband, 
Osmo, and their two 
children, Enni had heard 
wondrous tales of her 
relatives crossing the 
Atlantic to North Amer- 
ica. Her grandfather 
worked in the Redwoods 
in Northern California in 
the late 1800s, earning 
enough money to go 
back to Finland to buy a 
large farm. Also in the 
late 1800s, Enni's rela- 
tives homesteaded in 
Western Washington, in 
the area of Lake Sammamish, where they are to this day. Enni's 
own mother was born in Canada and had dual Finnish/Canadi- 
an citizenship all her life. 

Is it no wonder then, that Enni felt comfortable about her fam- 
ily crossing the Atlantic once more when Osmo suggested it in 
the late 1950s? Finland was suffering from hard economic times 
and a precarious political situation with the Cold War Soviet Union 
as a next-door neighbor. And although they had a comfortable mid- 
dle class lifestyle, Osmo felt the family could do better in Amer- 
ica. 

Osmo and Enni made their home in Astoria in 1961, both 
working very hard and saving money at every chance so they 
could send their children to college and realize other dreams. 
Osmo, who passed away three years ago, was a shareholder and 
worked at the Astoria Plywood Mill. Enni worked at Bumble Bee 
Seafoods as the laundry lady. She fondly remembers the friends 
she made there. She recalls with delight how some friends there 
mistook her for a college girl. Enni was just a little older than 30 
when she moved to Astoria, and she was always short and live- 


ly.

Now retired, Enni has lived at the same address in Astoria, with 
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the same telephone number, for 44 years. How many people can 
claim to have had the same telephone number and address for 44 
years in this day and age? Well, that is Enni’s way. Enni thrives 
on stability, home and family. And she’s always there to help her 
friends or family who are in need. 

Enni loves Astoria, and many people here know of her “pulla” 
bread, the Scandinavian sweet cardamom bread. When helpers 
do odd jobs at her house, they sometimes ask for payment in 
“pulla” instead of money. Enni’s great talent for cooking is inher- 
ited from her mother, especially Finnish dishes such as “rosoli,” 
“laksloda,” “riisipuuro” (rice pudding), “lutefish,” “lihapullat” 
(meatballs) and of course, “pulla.” 

But Enni has become a master of Northwest cooking as well, 
and she grills a mean beef steak. And watch out for her recipes 
for salmon, oysters, razor clams and Dungeness crab. Don’t for- 
get the blackberry pie and raspberry pie. Yum! It’s enough to make 
you gain a few pounds just thinking about it all. 

Enni has become American in other ways too, not just her 
cooking. She became an American citizen 30 years ago, and she 
votes in every election. When she visits with her grandchildren, 
she speaks to them in English, although she gets in a Finnish les- 
son whenever she can. But she still speaks Finnish to her son 
Jukka, who is a dentist, and her daughter Sirpa, who is a com- 
munity college instructor. 

Enni’s life is full and rich with family and friends. She is an 
active member of Ladies of Kaleva, Finnish Brotherhood and Sis- 
terhood, Peace Lutheran Church and the Astoria Widows’ Club. 
You will often find her having lunch at one of the interesting 
restaurants around Astoria, Seaside, Cannon Beach, Ilwaco or 
Long Beach, Wash. Thanks to modern technology, Enni, who has 
a personal computer at home, can easily stay in touch with her 
relatives in Finland, and if the mouse does not cooperate, there 
is the telephone. Enni has visited Finland on several occasions, 
but she never wants to stay there for long, as she gets restless to 
come back home to Astoria. 

Enni Perkiomaki was a young woman when she crossed the 
Atlantic and settled in Astoria. She has lived in America longer 
than she ever lived in Finland. And she is very happy here. Her 
life is full and rich. We can say Enni is a truly successful immi- 
grant and we honor her today. 
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DENMARK 


Denmark is not only the oldest kingdom in the world today, it also 
has the world's oldest flag, the Dannebrog, red with a white cross. As 
the oldest flag in Scandinavia, the Dannebrog provided the pattern for 
the other Scandinavian flags. According to legend, it descended “as a 
sign from heaven” in 1219, turning defeat into victory for the Danish 
crusaders. The Dannebrog celebrated its 750th anniversary in 1969. The 
Danes use every festive opportunity to fly their flags and this year's Mid- 
summer Festival will be no exception. 


SWEDEN 


The Swedish flag is a yellow cross on a light blue field. There 
are many reasons for the Swedish flag being blue and yellow. They 
are the outstanding colors in the northern land. The flowers, the 
lakes, yellow cornfields against the blue of a summer's sky and the 
blue eyes and blonde hair of the girls. They are the same today as 
when the flag was first raised above Swedish soil. 


FINLAND 


Finnish heraldry dates to the 16th century. Battle flags were dis- 
played on equal basis with the Swedish armed forces during this 
period. When Finland became a Grand Duchy under Russia, it was 
allowed the privilege of flying its own flag, similar to the present- 
day flag of a blue cross on a white background. The present stan- 
dard was adopted in 1918 after Finland’s independence from Rus- 
sia. The blue signifies the sky and lakes of Finland and the white, 
a blanket of snow.

NORWAY 


The Norwegian flag, first approved for use by merchant ships in 
1821, became the national flag in 1898. The red field bears a blue 
cross superimposed on a broader white cross. The cross reflects Chris- 
tian tradition, which began in Norway about the time the Viking peri- 
od ended. 

Norway was united with Denmark for more than 400 years 
under the Danish flag, then transferred to Sweden at the end of the 
Napoleonic wars. Norwegians had several grievances, one of which 
was that they had no flag. In 1821, they decided to have their own 
flag. 


ICELAND 


The modern Icelandic flag came into existence in 1915. For Ice- 


| landers it is like a vision of their country’s landscape. Of the three 
| colors of the flag, the deep blue signifies the ocean, the red the fire, 


and the white the ice. The cross symbolizes the Christian faith, which 
the Nordic people have shared over a millennium. In the sign of the 
cross, the colors of the Icelandic flag united in a harmonious triad. 
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
